Specific DeliveRY CONTRACTS FOR GROUNDNUTS 
Definitio ı : - "Non -transferable Specific Delivery Con 
tract" means a non -transferable specific delivery contract 
as defined in the Forward Contracts (Regulation ) Act, 
1952 entered into , performed and regulated in accordance 
with Bye- laws 1 to 12 . 

1. Bye-laws 1 to 12 are additional bye -laws relating 
to non - transferable specific delivery contracts for ground 
nuts . All the other bye - laws of the Exchange as may 
be in force from time to time shall also be applicablo 
to such contracts and shall be binding on the members 
in so far as they are not specifically dealt with in and 
are not repugnant to those additional bye- laws. 

Provided that the provisions in the other bye -laws 
regarding clearing shall not apply to non - transferable 
specific delivery contracts for groundouts , 

2 . Every non -transferable specific delivery contracts 
made subject to thesc bye -laws shall take effect as a 
contract wholly made at Madras. 

3 . The non -transferable specific delivery contract 
shall be entered into only between members or between 
a member and a non -member . 

4 . All non -transferable specific delivery contracts shall 
be made in the prescribed form , serially numbered and 
supplied by the Exchange . The contract shall be made 
in quadruplicate , one copy each to be retained by the 
partics to the contract, one to be submitted to the Ex 
change forthwith and the fourth to be kept by the broker. 
The parties to the contract shall not include any special 
terms in the contract which are repugnant to the terms 
and conditions laid down in these bye -laws. 

44 . Every member shall send to the Exchange perio 
dical statements of non - transferable specific delivery con 
tracts entered into by him in such form and manner 
As may be prescribed by the Board of Directors or the 
Bub- committed appointed by the Board . 

5 . (a ) The Board of Directors or the sub -committee 
of the Association shall, before permitting non -transferable 
Specific dolivery contracts for any month , obtain the 
approval of the Forward Markets Commission for the 
sange, 


( b ) Thc Forward Markots Commission shall havo 
Power not to grant such approval whenever it is consi 
dorod expedient in the interest of the trade or in public 
interest to to do .

6 . Every non -transferable spocific delivery contract 
shall result in the delivery of goods ia accordance with 
and subject to the provisions and procedures laid down 
in the relevant Bye -laws. 

7. No Non -transforable Specific Delivery Contrast, 
onco enterod into , shall be settled mutually or by off 
setting or by bawala or in any mannor nor shall delivery 
imder the contract be postponed to a later dato ercopt in 
Bccordance with the provisions of those bye -laws. 

7A . The parties to the contract by mutual agreement 
may extend the delivery datc by a period not exceeding 
15 days subject to the condition that they shall notify 
to the Exchange in writing the original date and the 
oxtended dato of delivery . If it becomes necessary to 
oxtond further the date of delivory mutually agrced upon , 
tho partics shall apply to the Exchange in wnting setting 
forth the reasons for extension of timo. The Board of 
Directors or tho Sub - Committee appointed for this pur 
pose shall havo absolute discretion to extend or not the 
dolivory time, 

8 . With a view to ensuring due compliance with the 
torms and conditions of the contract , the Board of Direc
